WITH THE ORIENT 



President of Boston Steamship 
Co. Speaks of Foreiyn 
Competition. 



A sulisiily, or some oUier such govern- 
lueaital aid" is uuiMled by die Alueriettii 
steiuuslii]) liui'.s jjl.viiig between Pacilic 
coast jjorts uikJ the Orient, in order lor 
theui to succes-sfuUy couijn'lu with the 
iheuvily sub.sidizeU Jaj)aijesu' and Caiuid- 
iaii Hues. Such, iu eJTeot, is ibe view 
Jiehl by .Vlfretl Whisor, ol Boston, presi- 
dent both of the Ho.stoii StuHuishiii and 
Boston Towlioat Companies, say.s the 
Seattlo rost-luli'llij,'i'ncer. Mr. \Vinsor 
is now ill tiie city coulerrini: with Friiuli 
\\'aterlioii.se, uiaua^'in;: a;.'i.-iJ! uf tlie two 
compiuiies. Uc came to thu' J'acilic 
<-oast hy way of llie Canadian I'acilie, 
on business and pleasure. Jlis family 
aoconiiiaaios him. AfliT two or three 
days' sojourn at B.anlT, I he ])iirty came 
Lo Seattle, and will probably return liast 
from this city. 

Discussing Oriental aliippins and other 
matters, Mr. Winsor sold : 

"It Is simply a question whether the 
United States shall carry on the com- 
merce and shipping between tlie I'acilie 
coast and the Orient, or whether it shall 
'be done under a foreigu flag.'^ 

"The Canadian and Japanese lines are 
subsidized— heavily so— one receiving 
$325,000 annually and tlii; other .'s3UU,- 
000. 

"But the American liiie.s, even in thu 
face of such a handicap, are inakin.i? a 
fair sliowinj;, and we have hopes of ma- 
terial relief from tlie conjrressional com- 
mittee appointed to emiaii-e into and 
«tudy tliu American merch.niit marine 
conditions with u view to tlevisiuj; a 
plan for giving assistance. This com- 
mittee, I think, will in time devise a 
meritorious plan. 

"First, it seems to me tlio regularly 
established' lines between the Pacilie 
coast and the ■Orient should be built 
up. Then the sailin;: vessels and' tramp 
.steamers slioiild he favore<l with some 
kind of discriniinatinf,' duty. 

"If the L'liiti.'d .Sliiles builds up the 
luerchaat marine, it will he the meaii.s 
of ojieninjr u\< an cnornKjiis Irade be- 
tween the I'ai'ilie coast and the Orient. 
Nothiii;; eoiild previ'iit it. 1 am a k'reat 
iieliever in tlo' fiilui-e e.inunen-e between 
the raeilic coast and tin- l-',-ir lOast. It 
is bound to lie a bii: b.isiness, esiieeially 
after China is opened >ip. 

"Our company does not fed dis|iose(l 
to increase its I'aeilie lleet unless some 
assistance is siveii. -Vnd I thiidi aid 
:WiIl come .xDoner or later. The .Japan- 
'Itussian war brouKlit xis nii increased 
Oriental trade, but as soon as that is 
ended we will have to combat the heav- 
ily subsidized .lap.-iin'se lines a;.'ain." 

Mr. W'ins.ir says liiisines.< conditions in 
the Kast w.'i-e iniiinivinir when he left 
Itostnii. 'I'll.' .-.i nipa iirn, he said, w.is not 
distiirliiii'^ business anything like as 
niur-li III, iii jjrevioiis natioual I'ontests. 
He added that it was surjirisinK how 
little interest was manifested there in 
things political.

The Hug at her main truck .-was- not, as 
many coujcctiu-ed, either the German or 
the h'rouch Hag, hut, as Cai)taiu McLean 
jokiufly assured the Colonist last nicht, 
the royal standard of a brand new and 
hiilierto undiscovered country lying 
athwart and along latitude one, iou;,'i- 
tudo one and a h.alf, two minutes and 
fwiy s(rt.'onds, kuwwn as Sallorsia. if it 
xi'ere nearer the .\siatic side it would, 
it is lirmly believed, be .somewhat tar- 
ther from tiie American shores. The 
natives speak u strange dialect bearing 
a strong reseiublauce to Ihe ancient lau- 
Kua^'c, sti|)puseU to bo Uistaully related 
to the Hasiiuo, aud known as the Toiiii- 
rawt, one of tlJO great family of Asiatic 
li-nguages iu tlie BUunkuinb class. Cap- 
tain McLean hinted that ho had annexe<l 
the noiw country in the name of the lady 
.who rules the waves. 

Of his trip to tne Kar East Captiiiu 
.McLean had not a great deal to say, but 
one adventure befell his crew wiiich 
might easily have liud much more .s, 
ouK cousc'duences. The Carmelite left 
.San h'raucisco on the 4th of Alay last 
on .-i pros))i.'el in^t triii, the intention be- 
iiiu- ai.-o lo iJii a little hunting where 
possible, ihiinL,'h hunting was not the 
luincipal business of Ihe voyage. 'J'he 
s.-hooiiei- jiassed ovcr to the coast of 
iniri Ij.-asi ern .Siberia, and met with no 
iM. usual occurrences until the lirst of 
.\ugusl, when one of her boats, being 
out, got lost in a sudden fug that 
c.ime up. 

The boat, in the endeav!- to lind 
sl ip, si;,-liied Coiiper island, mu' of 
.Meiitian ,::roi!p. 'Ibe men pull.-il fur 
shiu-e.s i.if Cpper island, intending lo 
land theie ami wail for the lu clear. 
When Ihe boat was alMiut two hundred 
yards fi-iuii tlu' slmre rille lire was open- 
ed on it by a mimber of nieli jio.sted 
si'curely beliiiid the rocks that lined the 
shore. The bullets whizzed jiast, over 
and nil around the boat ; some 
and ouo bullet uufortiinately found its 
billet in tlie mouth of a boat jjuller, 
York by name, a Missouriun, smashing 
all the teetli ou one side of his lower 
jaw. 

I'he ci-ew of the boat did ;iot wait 
long in that place, but, turnin- their 
boat, bent with all tliidr mii;la lo row 
her out of the rille ran;,'e ot the niunler- 
ous scoundrels behind the rocks. It is 
believed that they were Bussian soldiers 
and that lliey took the Carmelite's boat 
crew for Japanese, the foj; and haze 
preventing theiu geiting a clear view of 
tho men. 

.Some time befoie the Carme.iie jirriv- 
ed iu the Aleutian waters a party of 
.lapauese hud lauded from a sailiug ves- 
sel there and had lost a number of men 
from the ritle lire of the UussiaUs, who 
seized tiieir opportunity to wreak ven- 
f,'ean<-<' on the enemies of their country. 
The ( 'arinelite's boat was kept ^'oiiig at 
a lively p.-iee seaward, and fortunately 
for the men the fog soon lifted, reveal- 
ing the si-hooner liftecii miles in the of- 
lin;;. The Uussiaiis (-ontinued liring at 
the boat as lonj: as she was in sight, 
and seeiiiingly did their best to inilict 
serious dama-e upon the siiiiposed Japa- 
nesu. 

'i'he woiindeil man, who sufTered con- 
siderably from his painful and dan^-erous 
woiuiil, was attended to by Captain .Mt- 
l>ean as soon as hv arrived ou the schoon- 
er, and, thanks to those kindly niiiiistra- 
lions, soon recovered from the- effei-t;-; of 
his e.\eiting e.xperieuee. The Carmelite 
did not put Off much time in that some- 
what duiigeroufi neighborhood, but con- 
liiiued ou her voyage toward the Am- 
erican side. 

<,'aptain McLean, in reply to (]uestions, 
said that ho hud not sighted nor had 
hi beard anything of the missiui; schoon- 
er 'Priumph. He was stu-prised to learn 
that she was missing, and e.viiressed a 
f-'ooil deal of interest in the vi-ss(d, as it 
was he who brought her loiiml to this 
port trom .Vova Scotia, where she had 
been employed as a Dominion govern- 
ini lit K veinie cutter in the fishery busi- 
ness. .s;he was, he said, a tine, staunch
